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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  upon  the 
health  of  Sawbridgeworth  Urban  District  for  the  year  1965 . 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  report  that  the  health  of  the 
population  has  again  been  excellent.  There  has  been  a  slight 
increase  in  the  number  of  births,  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number 
of  deaths  and  there  have  again  been  no  maternal  deaths.  The 
infant  deaths  rose  from  0  to  2.  It  is  disappointing  to  see  that 
the  population  increase  fell  to  70  from  the  1964  figure  of  130, 
despite  the  fact  that  29  new  dwellings  were  built  by  the  Council 
and  47  by  private  enterprise. 

The  chief  explanation  for  the  slow  growth  of  an  attractive 
and  appealing  town  like  Sawbridgeworth  is  the  inadequacy  of  its  main 
drainage.  It  has  been  mentioned  in  the  past  two  Annual  Reports 
that  the  town’s  sewage  plant  is  overloaded  and  this  is  reflected  in 
the  reports  on  the  effluent  quoted  on  page  15  *  Until  new  and  adequate 
drainage  is  provided  it  will  be  impossible  for  any  major  expansion 
of  the  town  to  take  place.  The  Council  has  been  very  cognisant  of 
the  existing  conditions  and  has  for  some  time  striven  to  improve  the 
situation.  The  original  plan  of  entering  the  new  main  drain  from 
Bishop's  Stortford  had  to  be  abandoned  as  Stortford  is  not  proceeding 
with  this  scheme  at  the  present  time . 

At  the  moment . there  are  two  schemes,  one  temporary  and  one 
permanent.  The  temporary  scheme,  which  it  is  hoped  will  be  completed 
in  September,  1966,  envisages  the  pumping  of  sewage  from  the  Sheering 
Mill  Works  across  the  River  Stort  into  the  Epping  main  sewer.  This, 
when  effected,  should  allow  for  the  drainage  o.f  a  further  600  houses. 
The  permanent  scheme  is  for  the  laying  of  a  main  sewer  along  the  river 
valley  to  receive  the  sewage  of  all  Sawbridgeworth  with  eventual  entry 
into  the  Harlow  Trunk  Sewer.  'When  this  is  completed  it  will  permit 
the  two  existing  sewage  works  to  be  closed  down,  with  consequent 
release  of  the  land  now  occupied  by  them. 
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The  incidence  of  infoofcicms  cH in  general  was  negligible 
while  that  of  tufcorsjtjlrwa^.s,  both  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary ,  showed 
a  slight  increase.  I  wish  once  again  to  enter  a  plea  to  the  public 
to  avail  themselves  of  all  the  existing  facilities  both  for  adults 
and  for  children  of  immunisation  against  infectious  diseases. 

Protection  can  be  obtained  against  smallpox,  diptheria,  poliomyelitis, 
tetanus,  whooping  cough,  typhoid  and  paratyphoid  fever.  Many  people, 
however,  tend  to  forget  or  overlook  the  fact  that  all  these  protective 
measures  are  readily  available  and  the  consequences  of  such  forget¬ 
fulness  can  be  serious. 

One  mere  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Council,  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  t.ieir  respective  Chairman  for  their  keen  interest 
in  the  work  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

My  thanks  are  due  to  the  other  Chief  Officers  for  their 
friendly  co-operation  and  in  particular  I  must  recur  my  gratitute  to 
Mr.  Ford  and  his  staff  who  seem  to  anticipate  ;.y  every  wish,  that  is, 
as  far  as  Public  Health  matters  are  concerned.

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GENERAL  STATISTICS 


The  1965  population  Increase  of  70  was  made  up  of  a  natural  Increase 
of  37  and  an  inward  migration  of  33-  The  reason  for  the  small  increase 
is  discussed  in  the  preface. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  rose  from  1656  to  1751?  the  number  of 
houses  per  acre  remained  at  .66  and  the  number  of  persons  per  acre  at 
I.85.  The  number  of  persons  per  house  showed  a  small  increase  from 
2.80  to  2.86. 


VITAL  STATISTICS 


The  li-ve  births  rose  from  72  to  78,  while  the  still  births  were  2  as 
compared  with  0  in  the  previous  two  years.  There  were,  once  more, 
no  maternal  deaths.  The  infant  deaths  increase  from  1  to  2  while 
the  deaths  at  all  ages  fell  from  43  to  4l. 

CAUSES  OF  DEATHS 


Malignant  disease  in  all  its  forms  was,  for  the  first  time  in  a 
number  of  years,  responsible  for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths, 

16  out  of  4l  or  38.4%.  There  were  no  cases  of  leukaemia.  Heart 
disease  remained  at  the  1964  figure  of  12  or  2.8*8%.  Of  these  12, 

8  were  due  to  Coronary  disease,  none  of  which  occurred  below  the  age 
of  35. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  statistics  there  were  two 
accidental  deaths,  but  only  one  due  to  a  motor  accident  and  is 
recorded  in  our  death  returns.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY 


The  piped  supply  is  provided  by  the  Lee  Valley  Water  Company  to 
1849  premises. 

76  premises  in  the  District,  including  new  houses,  were  connected 
to  the  mains  during  the  year,  leaving  four  dwellings  in  Spellbrook 
V&ich  are  supplied  from  privatery  owned  wells. 

The  water  supply  to  the  district  has  been  regularly  sampled  through 
out  the  year  and  submitted  for  analysis.  194  samples  were  sent 
for  analysis  for  bacteriological  examination.  12  water  samples 
were  sent  to  the  Laboratory  for  chemical  analysis  and  the  reports 
showed  that  all  samples  conformed  to  Standards  of  purity  suitable 
for  public  supply. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Most  of  the  District  is  served  by  main  drainage.  Sewage  is 
disposed  of  at  two  sewage  works.  The  effluent  at  the  principal 
works  is  discharged  into  the  River  Stort  after  purification  and 
in  the  case  of  the  other  (smaller)  works,  it  is  disposed  of  by 
septic  tank  treatment  followed  by  land  irrigation. 

Two  out  of  eleven  samples  of  effluent  taken  from  the  Central 
Sewage  Works  for  analysis  were  satisfactory  upon  analysis. 

Nine  samples  were  high  in  suspended  matter,  and  B.O.D.  content, 
although  three  were  only  slightly  in  excess. 

The  Lee  Conservancy  Catchment  Board  are  most  concerned  about  the 
standard  of  final  effluent  and  the  Council  are  making  every  effort 
to  expedite  the  connection  of  the  sewerage  system  to  the  existing 
trunk  sewer  at  Harlow  and  thence  to  Rye  Meads  Sewage  Disposal  Works 
A  scheme  for  this  work  is  at  present  being  prepared. 

The  Council  have  also  approved  temporary  improvements  at  their 
Sewage  Works  in  order  to  alleviate  conditions  during  the  interim 
period. 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Household  refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  is  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping  at  Harlow  U.D.C.  tip.  Special  arrangements 
are  made  in  connection  with  trade  refuse.  Large  articles  are 
collected  free  of  charge  by  the  Council.

Inspections  of  all  premises  in  the  District  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.  84  premises  were  on  the  register  at  31st 
December,  1964.  During  the  year  6  further  premises  were 
registered  making  a  total  of  90  premises  on  the  register  at 
31st  December,  1965* 

A  summary  is  given  below  under  subject  matter  of  non-compliance 
with  the  provisions  of  the  Act. 

After  Informal  notices  had  been  sent  to  the  persons  responsible, 
on  further  inspection  of  the  premises  it  was  found  that  almost

(a)  In  general  the  standards  of  lighting  both  natural  and 
artificial,  in  offices  and  shops,  was  satisfactory.  In 
view  of  this  no  standards  of  lighting  in  terras  of  lumens, 
were  recommended  in  advice  to  occupiers.  No  cases  of 
excessive  glare  were  noted  during  inspections. 

(b)  Premises  inspected  during  November ,1963. 

18  premises  consisting  of  banks,  offices  and  a  cross 
section  of  shops  were  inspected  and  lightmeter  readings 
taken.  This  comprises  approximately  one  quarter  of 
trade  premises. 

91  readings  were  taken  in  artificial  light  and  averaged 
out  at  32  lumens  per  square  foot  ranging  between  35-28 
in  shops  to  as  low  as  6  in  stores. 

The  daylight  readings  ranged  from  130  lumens  on  a  bright 
sunny  day  to  8  on  a  staircase  on  a  dull  day.
